100,000,000 ‘OUNCES 
PURCHASED 


London, To-day. 

Authoritative assurances have 
heen given by the United States 
Treasury that for the present at 
least-it.wilk.issue new silver certi- 
ficat&y' only to the amount equal 
to the ‘purchase price of the silver 
which it acquires, declares the 
Washington correspondent of 
“The Times.” 

The fact that the Treasury 
does‘not jintend to exercise its 
right to issue certificates to the 
amount equal to the .statutury 
value of silver of U.S.$1.29 per 
ounce is regarded ag another in- 
dication that the Administration: 
js anxious te avoid any move 
liable to disturb public confidence 
in currency and so re-act un- 
favourably on the basic recovery 
programme. 

BELIEVED PURCHASE ‘ 

One hundred million ounces of 
silver is believed’ fo" have been pur- 
chased since the new policy was im- 
plemented, at a cost of U.S.$50,000,- 
000 provided from the U.5,$200,-
